There  are  going  to  be  series  of  amendments  to  the  ordinance  and  I believe  they  will  happen  at  the  Ad  Hoc 
committee.  The  ordinance  will  never  be  fully  enforced  unless  there  are  storage  facilities  across  the  city. 

I think  we  can  discuss  a couple  of  different  advocacy  tracks: 

1.  Decentralization  of  services-  homeless  people  are  everywhere  in  the  City  and  need  access  to  services  close  to 
where  they  are  living.  Skid  Row  cannot  be  the  only  neighborhood  that  has  a storage  facility.  If  the  City  chooses  to 
fund  more  storage  facilities  (which  I think  they  will)  we  should  also  talk  about  using  them  as  a place  to  connect 
homeless  to  services. 

2.  The  City  needs  consistent  leadership  to  advance  a comprehensive  homelessness  policy.  It  does  not  help  the 
process  when  the  Mayor  changes  his  position  midstream.  The  Council  deliberated  the  51.16  muni  code  amendments 
over  months  and  he  needs  to  be  engaged  from  day  one.  This  kind  of  scattered  approach  to  a serious  problem  could 
help  make  the  case  for  a homeless  czar.
